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Mayor Tallon, of Dublin, who ia on i 
ledure tour in.this country with John B 
Redmond, gives aomc intereating in 
formation on the new Iriab local govern- 
ment act and its remarkable provisions 
exteiidiltg the right of suffrage to women. 
In hardly any country of the world have 
women the extensive voting privilege 
they have in Ireland. On all locd gov- 
ernment questions women have aa equal 
right of aofErage with man. 

"Tbe kwd Iriah govcrameat ad, 1898, 
which came into operation on January 
16, 1890," mya Mayor Tdlon, "gsve the 
suffrage to women equally with men on 
all questions of local government in Ire- 
Uml, that ia, on every queation on which 
tbe Irish people vote, except that of aend- 
ing Parliamentary repraaantativea to the 
Britiah Honae of Commoaa. 

"In Dnblin, previooa to tba locd gov- 
ernment act, we bad only about 8,000 
voters, none of whom were women. Now 
our voters' list numbers at>out 45,000, of 
whom about are women. 

•'Women in very l.irj.;.- numbera availed 
themadvea of their new privilege or 
righto ia Jaanary, and I have every rea 
•on to bdieve that their votaa helped to 
secure the election of raa^lMatfa j^adged 
to important social fafanaa. 

".\n regards the manner and condud 
of the elections, not :ih>iie in Dnhlin, but 
also in Ireland, they were niokt orderly 
and well onducted; no disorder of any 
kind took place at any of them. This 
was certainly unique, as it was the first 
occasion on which the masses of tbe peo- 



aad be was bora in Cahir, Tippemry, 
Irelanei. He waa brought to this country I 
as a child by his father, who settle<l in ] 
Hartford, Conn., and earne<l his living as 
a day Isborer. The boy showed evidence 
that be poaseaaed a voice and thia de- 
veloped as he grew older into a remark- 
ably fine baas. Ha had learned the car- 
paatar'a trade aad added to hia email in- 
hf daging at tha «Med place of 
Catholic worahfp In Hartford, St. 
Patrick's church. He afterward became 
a member of the choir at a Congrega- 
tional church in Hartford, and while 
then his voice attracted tbe attention of 
on« of the wealthled women in the con- 
gregation. Foley waa a tamperate, in- 
duatrlooa yoong man aad aaamed likely 
to repay any effort at developing hia 
talents. On tbe advice of the organist of 
the church, this wealthy woman con- 
tributed a large sum to the fiiiui raisol 
by the congregation to send I'oley to 
Europe to cultivate bis voice. He went 
to Italy, studied in Naplea under Biaacda 
and made hia debnt in Catania in 1862, 
with a aocceaa that jnatifiad the generoa- 
ity of tha Americana who omda Ida mud- 
cal education poasible. 

He sang in the Italian cities with a suc- 
cess which brought him in a few years to 
the Theater des Italiens in Paris. In 
180.'> he made hia first appearance in I<on- 
don, where he waa deatined to apend so 
much of hia antiaeq mBt oaraer, He aang 
there firat Sdnt-Brit in "Lea Hnguenota* > 
and was heard during the aaaM aaaaon in 
1 Flauto Magico" aud "Der Freisch- 
uts. " He immediately became a Ivondon 
favorite, aud that alwaya means a longer 
term of popularity than any other city 
in the world offers. He aang Daland 
there in 1870. when "Der Pliegende 
Hollaender" waa perfonaed in Loodon. 
He aang for many yean ia opara at 
Cuvent Garden and at the other theaters, 
and made a profeaaional visit to this coun- 
try under the management of Col. Maple- 
Ron. He sang at tbe Academy of Music 
in New York and wa* favorably recdved, 
although he never acqnirrd tbe aame 
popularity be bad in London. He waa 
an admired dngcr in oratorto, aad in 
other waya atiengtbened hia hold on the 
English public. He created ia Bagland 
Jacob in Mscfarren's "Joseph, " sung- at 
Leeds in 1877, ami Herod in Berlioz's 
"The ChililhiKwl of Jesus," pro<l«ce<i in 
Manchester in LSSii ami in I,onilon in tlie 
following year. He sang first in orstorio 
in"IaraeP' in 1800, but madenogreai 
imprcadon, and it waa not until a year 
later, when he appeared in "Tbe Crea- 
tion," that he waa hailed aa an oratorio 
singer of e(|ua1 ability with hia operatic

Mrs. Hugh Higgins, who died hut 
week in Syraenae, N. Y., waa the mother 
of WilHam M. Higgina, of the Kentucky 
Iriah American. The following notice 
of her life and death is taken from the 
Syracn.se Catholic Sun: 

A noble anil thoioughly Christian 
Catholic woman is lost to this community 
by the death of Mrs. Hugh Higgins, who 
died at St. Joaeph'a HoapiUl cu Monday 
afternoon after aa illneaa of a few week*. 
Mr*. Higgina waa cme of tbe old achool— 
a type, by tbe way, which i* now well 
nigh extinct — a devoted wife, a loving 
mother, a faithful friend; true to her 
God, her country and her kiml, she wa?

With all of the official returns in 
except Jefferson county, Taylor, 
the Republican candidate for Gov- 
ernor, has, despite all quibbles, a 
clear plurality of alx)ut 1,500, and 
Jefferson will give him at least 
2,500 more. This result is con- 
ceded by all save the Goebel parti- 
sans, and tlicv have at Inst been 
forced to acknowledge that they 
rely on the success of their contest- 
ing of votes to have Goebel declared 
elected. Their rittcmpts 'o have 
votes thrown ou' by couutj' boards 
have failed, except in Nelson, 
Christian and Harrison conoties, 
the courts having co:iipeIled the 
boards to couut and certify the 
vote. In these three counties the 
courts were not applied to in time, 
though the contest will be carried 
further to secure for Taylor about 
i,5(K> votes cast for him in those 
counties. 

Though the oflfitial it tr.t ns from 
all counties except Jeffersun are in 
the office of Secretary of State, the 
Courier- Journal still claims to be 
short four counties, and excluding 
these, claiming the 1,500 taken 
from Taylor referred to above, and 
relying on throwing out votes in 
lycwis, Johnson, Pulaski, Knox, 
Mercer, Knott and Jefferson conn 
ties, and a few precincts elsewhere, 
claims Goebel will have a "legal" 
plurality.

Judge Toney, on Wednesday, 
began the trials of election officers 
and others charged with contempt 

in disobeying his order to admit in- 
spectors and challengers to the polls 
on election day. B. L. Boearth 
was convicted and sentenced to 
thirty hours in jsil. The attorneys 
for the defense had slipped up to 
Frankfort and obtained from the 
Court of Appeals a restraining or- 
der stopping Judge Toney from 
proceeding with the cases. He 
promptly postponed the cases and 
dismissed Bozsrth pending further 
orders of court. The order from 
Court of Appeals is returnable No- 
vember 29, when it will be made 
permanent or diunissed. The joy 
of the culprits is premature, as the 
restraint order granted on petition 
is only temporary, and, according 
to precedent, will likely be set 
aside, and Judge Toney will resume 
business with them. The Court of 
Appeals has several times decided, 
including cases against Judge To- 
ney, that it has no jurisdiction in 
contempt cases, and the same de- 
cision has been made in every State 
and by the Federal Courts, even to 
the Supreme Court.

The termera who hare regarded labor 
unioaa as little better ttaaa anarchists 
are catching on. The farmers near 
Bingbamton, N. Y., have formed a 
union aad adopted a labd far their pro- 
duce. 

Last Monday in order to force a settle- 
ment of the dispute betweea the aiea ea- 
gage<I in iron ooaatractioa work aad their 
employee regardiac wagea, the Trades 
snd Labor Council has ordered out all 
union men working on buildings in Buf- 
falo in which iron is being used. It is 
said that 4,000 are affected. 

At a meeting of the Council of the 
American Pederatiou of Labor, which 
met ia Waahington last month, a great 
deal of business was trans&ctM. Several 
misunderstandings that were in existence 
l>etweeu different organizations affiliated 
with the body were straightened out by 
the Council and many things mapped 
out and planned for the benefit of otgau' 
ized labor. In connection with tbia — 
that is, for the good of those who toil aad 
are anxious tc improve the conditioa of 
labor — the following resolution was 
ailiipted: "We advise strongly against 
the practice which now exists in .some 
industries, of working overtime beyond 
the esiabli.shcd hours of lal>or.

Record of the Host Important of 
the Recent Bvent* Culled 
Prom Exchanfe*. 



At the police office on Tueaday, in 
Cork, BIten Johnson, a jroang woman of 
about twenty-three yean of age, was 

charged in custody with having, at Alfred 
street, in that city, murdered Iicr male 
infant, afjed two months. The facts of 
the case have been published already. 
The accused was remanded. 

At the Sligo Borough Conrt on Tues- 
day a militiaman named Jamea Derhom 
waa charged with having been dmiik and 
diaorderly and aasaulting the police. The 
accused when rrrested shouted "Success 
to the Boers," ami lie knocked down and 
kicked a constable and tore his tunic. He 
was Bent to jail for a month. 

Kilkenny at the p re w nt time pretents 
an incident uniqne of its kind, in the fact 
that two ailpefb Churches an hcin^' simul- 
taneonaly erected not far ap.irt within the 
city. More remarkable still is the cir- 
cumstance that one of these is being 
raised at the cost of a sin(,;le in<lividual, 
the estimated outlay being f 15U,0U0. 

At Strabane and Liflord petty aeaaiosn 
on Monday a woman named Ellen Parks 
was chnrned with having cruelly ill-treat- 
ed a child named I,ounhrcy. One of the 
child's eyes was blackened, the side of 
the head was contused and there were 
eighteen wounds on the body. The de- 
fendant waa aent to jail for three montha. 

On Toeiday evening a seriona farmyard 
fire occurred on the premises of Thomas 
Hogan, Jr., at Hallinaclough, within 
three miles of Nei-a^li. .•V valuable hay 
barn, recently erected by Messrs. Hill 
and Smith, was destroyed and several 
hundred tons of hay were also consumed. 
The property deatroyed ia eatimatfd at 
the value of ftfiW. 

Tlie I.oril Mavor of Publin and John 
H. Rednicind, M. I'., received from Hos- 
ton, Mass., an extensively signe<i imita- 
tion to visit the I'uiled States, with a 
view to raising funds for the erection of 
the proposed atatue to the late Charlea S. 
Pamell. The I<ord Mayor cabled a reply 
accepting the invitation, and atating that 
himaelf and Mr. Redmond would oail in 
October. 

Anthony Muflency, Ballina, and An- 
thony Mc<inire, County Councillor, Bally- 
castle, were arrested on warrants for 
apeechea delivered at the United Irish 
League meeting held a few Sundays ago 
at Knockmore, near Bcllina, which it waa 
alleged were calculated to intimidate a 
man named Hughes, who tcKjk an cvicte<l 
farm s</ine time ago, but surrendered it 
before the close of the meeting referred to.

At the quarterly meeting of the New

Chairman, proposed the following resolu- 
tion: "That all Irish members of Par- 
liament be called npon by their conatitu- 
endes to aak of the Oovenment power 
for the County Councils to impoae a 
trifling tax on each county for the sup- 
port of the members of Parliament for 
each county." Mr. Roaaiter seconded the 
resolution, which waa peaaed unani- 
mously. 

On Tuesday night a meeting waa held 
in the court-house, Monaaterevan, to form 
a scheme for the promotion of the work 
of the lighting of the place.

It was an Irishman from Maghera, 
Charles Thompson, who was the guiding 
spirit of the Congreaa and convention that 
adopted our dedaratioB of iadependeaoc 
and framed otur eonititotion. It waa an 
Irishman'a oon from Wexford, John 
Nixon, that firat read the declaration of 
independence in public to the }>eople in 
Independence Square; it w.tsan Irishman 
from Tyrone, Johd Dunlap, that first 
printed and published the declaration. It 
waa au Irishman, this same John Dunlap, 
that published the first daily paper print- 
ed in the United Statea. It was on Irishman 
from Donegal, Gen. Richard Mootgom- 
ers, that first fell while commanding an 
army fighting for our independence. It 
was an Irishman from Wexford, John 
Barry, who was first Comnwlore of the 
American navy. It was an Irishman's 
son, Gen. Henry Knox, that fought in 
every battle in which Waahington was 
engaged, and waa fint Secretary of War. 
It was an Irishman that wrote the first 
history of the United States. It was an 
Irishman's son, Robert Fulton, that gave 
America the credit of inventing steam 
navigation. It was an Irishman's grand- 
son, Samuel Finlay Breese Morse, that in* 
vented telegraphy. It was the descendant 
of an Iriahman, McCormick, that invent- 
ed the reaping and mowing machine, and 
another deaoeodant of on Irioh emigrant, 
Horace Greeley, with a smaahed down 
hat and breeches no better than corduroy, 
that "founded the Tribune." 

It was Irishmen and their sons, in 
Philadelphia, merchants and soldiers, 
heroee and patriots, who in the darkest 
hours of the revolution, when the English 
elementa were rejoicing over the diaaaters 
of Waahington and hia army, gave their 
money and their sworda to the cause 
which, without them, might have been 
lost. They were mostly members of the 
I-riendly Sons of St. Patrick, a society 
then flourishing in IMiiladelphi.i, and in- 
cluding the following members: Gen. 
Stephen Moylan, of Cork, and his three 
brothers; George Meade, one of whuae 
deacendanta commanded and conquered 
at Gettysburg; Matthew Meade, who 
fought with Paul Jones on the Bonhomme 
Richard, and his brothers; Thomas Fitz- 
simmons, one of the framers of the con- 
stitution; John M. Nesbitt, whose timely 
efforts in sending provisions saved Wash- 
ington's army from starvation; Thomas 
Barclay, who gave /6,000 for the relief 
of Washington'a army; Blair McClena< 
ghan, who gave /'lO.OOO; John Barcia, 
afterward Mayor of Philadeiphia; Col. 
Ephraim lUain, John Bleakly, a wealthy 
citizen and public beficfactor; Gen. 
Richard Butler and his four brothers; 
Roliert Gray, of Gray's Ferry; Capt. John 
Green, who commanded the firat Ameri- 
crji vessel sailing to China; Gen. Edward 
Handj who waa called "the right hand 
man of Wa.shiugton;" Gen. W'iYllam Ir- 
vine; George Latimer, vSpeaker of the 
Pennsylvania Assembly; James ix>p,an, 
son of the confidential friend and adviser 
of William Penn; CoL Francis Nichols, 
whom Waahington appointed first Mar- 
shal of the Diotrict of Pennsylvania; 
Oliver Pollock, who secured a timely 
supply of gunpowder to Washington; 
Gen. Thomas Kobinson, fien Walter 
Stewart, 'the Boy Colonel;" Gen. Will- 
iam Thom]>s<in and Gen. Anthony Wayne. 

All these and many more who con- 
tributed liberally in money and aervice 
to the caoae ot Waahington w^ mem- 
bers of this same Iriah aodety, the 
Friendly Sona of St. Patrick, composed 
exclusively of Irishmen and their sons, 
and of which Washington liim.self was a 
member, becoming a naturalized or 
adopte<I Irishman, to qualify him for 
membership. These Irishmen were 
among the most refined and elegant gen- 
tlemen with whom Waahington associated 
in Philadelphia, whoae population even 
then was very largely Irish. 

While Irishmen were copiously shed- 
ding their WckmI on every battlefield of 
the young republic from Bunker Mill to 
Yorktown, the cmelest and bitterest 
opponents they contended against were 
the Toriea of Btitish birth and extraction 
who atood loyally by King Oeocge and 
hia ministry. It is the descendenta of 
the latter who today sing "Gcxl Save the 
Queen" and entwine the Stars and 
Stripea with the Union Jack. They are 
the 8o-calle<l Americans who eagerly de- 
sire an alliance with the "mother coun- 
try." rbey will be checkmated, how- 
ever, by the Iriab-Americans as their 
forefatbna were in Revolntionary days.
